Finally they question why 
all these activities should be financed by the French Government 
disregarding the fact that the British taxpayerhas to find over 
thirty millions sterling yearly as interest on the loans raised in

NEW YORK SHAKEN.

It is 
the former, Kaiser's most faithful 
henchmen, those previously most 
imbued with the spirit of Pruss- 
ianism, who form the rea] nation- 
al element in all parts of Ger- 
many to-day. Their cutlook is 
comprised in the thought: “My 
head is bloody, but unbowed.” 
These mea, many tens of thou- 
sands of them, of whom their 
leaders like Ludendorff are per-, 
haps merely more impetuous, are 
the great force: and it is, they 
who have held the Reich together 
despite the disruptive influences, 
external and internal, to which 
ithas been exposed. With this 
solid ele:nent of monarchism 
spread” throughout the land— 
albeit in a subdued form—the 
plans of communists and separ- 
atists will mever ‘have more 
than au evanescent success.

A Growing Electorate. 


~Six. years ago, women were 

given the Parliamentary vote at 
Home, the result being the addi- 
tion to the electorate of many 
million voters. They were. how- 
ever, requited to be thirty years 
of age before they could become 
enfranchised. A Bill has now 
been introduced into the House 
of Commons which would place 
women on the same footing as 
men by giving them the,vote when 
they have reached twenty-one 
years of age. »The result, we are 
told, would ba to add a further 
three-and-a-half to five million 
voters to the Tegister, and to 
qualify more men‘ than women. 
Thus the “fears expressed that 
eventually Britain would have 
“petticoat government.” The 
auswer to this is that, judging 
from experience, the enfranching 
of women has made very little 
difference trom the days when 
men alone voted, for it has been 
found’ that, politically, women 
are just as much divided in 
their’ -opinious as men. As 
we see it, there will be no-real 
danger of “ petticoat government ™ 
until such time as women are 
returned in’ very much larger 
numbers to Westminster. Even 
the giving of the vote to women 
has not resulted in any marked 
increase in the number of 
feminine M.P.’s, for it is a 
notorious fact that women have 
not-got into Parliament through 
the votes of their sisters. . How- 
ever, there would certainly be 
some anomalies created were 
women to bave a, majority in 
voting power as compared witb 
the menfolk. To'show how the 
yarivus extensions of the franchise 
have increased the electorate, the 
following figures of voters quali- 
fied is interesting:—1832 (men 
only), 1,000,000 ; 1867 (men only), 
2,500,000; 1885 (men only), 5,000,- 
000; 1918 (men and women), 
21,392,000. At the last General 
Election, over fourteen million 
voters exercised the [ranchise.

The dividend is at the rate of 
15 percent. per. annum, similar to 
that for last year. 

Our business continues to 
expand at a satisfactory rate.
